Far too much attention is plac- 
ed upon physical food and its im- 
portance, and far too little upon 
the good mental nourishment of 
pleasant dinner table conversa- 
tion. Mealtime becomes the bat- 
tleground of the ages, a school of 
instruction on manners, don’ts 
and do’s. Little Freddy may be 
bursting to tell about what he 
{learned in school about Indians, 
but the only way he can get at- 
tention is to push his food away. 


Pity, too, the hapless creature 
| who prepared the food in the 
, first place. Hers is the most 
thankless job in a category of 
unappreciated labors. It is not 
enough that she shall have learn- 
ed 1,962 ways to cook hamburg- 
er. She must also have the in- 
tricacies of her culinary achieve- 
ment questioned by a dissection- 
minded husband. Nearly always 
that male creature prefers steak, 
though he seldom can supply the 
wherewithall to pay for it. 

Yes, there is little doubt of, it. 
The entire question of what to 
eat if you can get it, and how 
to make the family eat it with- 
out complaining is a question of 
war which no United Nations can 
settle.

P.-T. A. Ready 


Audio-Visual Aid 
To Be Bought 
With Fair Funds 


In a meeting of the board of 
Upland Elementary school P.-T. 
; A. various business matters were 
discussed, including purchase of 
audio-visual equipment for both 
| the elementary. and junior high 
| schools. 
| Superintendent Harold W. 
| Cook reported that an investiga- 
tion is under way to determine 
what is needed to bring present 
equipment for picture projection 
into satisfactory range of per- 
|} formance. It is possible, Mr. 
Cook said, this expense, coming 
under maintenance, will not have 
to be paid for by the associa- 
| tion, and that its funds may be 
diverted to purchase of new 
equipment needed in teaching by 
audio-visual methods in both 
schools. In the event that pres- 
ent equipment cannot be im- 
proved as needed, the P.-T. A: 
probably will spend ‘its money 
on new equipment for the main 
auditorium, which is used by 
both elementary and high school 
students. 

On hand is some $700 which 
the association raised with its | 
country fair, which has been set 
| aside in the budget for the pur- 














| chase of the equipment as the 
;main goal of the P.-T. A. this 
year. 

Coming up for discussion also 
iwas the matter of the school 
vafeteria. Mr. Cook reported 
that only approximately 125 chil- 
| dren are using the cafeteria this 
| year, while the rest either go 
|home for lunch or carry theirs: 
| This is an extremely low aver- | 
j}age, it was pointed out by Mrs. 
Albert B. Weisbrod, president 
since there are more than 800 
students attending school. 

Difficulty which cafeteria man- 
|agement finds in making the 
| project pay out of the small sum 
of 25 cents charged for lunch. 
curtailed foods allowed in ‘sub 
| sidies, rising costs of living, and 
eating habits of children all con- 
| tribute to the problem. 
Whether a more varied menu, 
| for which more would have to 
| be charged, would help solve the 
| difficulty was discussed. Some 
board members stated they be- 
lieved the chief reason children 
do not buy their lunches is tpat 
in families where there are sev- 
} eral youngsters even the 25 cents 
per day each cannot be managed 
; financially. 
| At present the cafeteria pays 
| for itself, all money for ex- 
| penses, including help, outside o! 
| utilities, which are furnished by 
| the district, coming from lunch 
| income. Mr. Cook said that it is 
| legal to pay for cafeteria man- 
|}agement and help out of district 
| general funds, but that so far 
| Upland has not followed that 
procedure. 

“Tt becomes a matter of polit- 
| ical philosophy,” he said, “wheth- 
er you prefer to make the cafe- 
teria self-supporting, or to have 
it subsidized by the taxpayer. 
To some this represents social- 
ism.”

Sales dropped about 70 
cars below those of the previous 
week under declining arrivals and 
the f.o.b. average was 15 cents 
a box lower.
